It’s in all the en- 
cyclopaedias, with more detail 

Fie, than there is 
room for here. 

The Fourteenth 
Amendment is in 
the news and let- 
ters to the edi- 
tors because the 
Supreme Court 
relied on it for 
its 1954 school de- 
cision. As has 
been noted here 
before, for purposes of back- 
ground information, the Supreme 
Court had, one might say, for 
some years been blowing the 
whistle for the crossing. 

It was making antisegrega- 
tion school decisions on the basis 
of the 14th Amendment as early 
as 1938. This first was in Mis- 
souri where the law school was 
ordered to admit a colored citizen 
of the state. Similar decisions fol- 
lowed in Oklahoma and Texas. 
In these, and other less important 
cases, the court made use of the 
14th Amendment. 


First Section 

The text of the first section of 
what is a rather lengthy amend- 
ment, is as follows: 

“All persons born or natural- 
ized in the United States, and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the United States 
and of the State wherein they re- 
side. No State shall make or en- 
force any law which shall abridge 
the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States, nor 
shall any State deprive any per- 
son of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws.”

The fact is, as any thoughtful 
citizen will agree, that the 14th 
Amendment is as necessary as the 
first 10, called our bill of rights. 
None of us would like it if a state 
could make laws abridging or in- 
fringing on our rights guaranteed 
by the Constitution. If there 
weren't such a guarantee in the 


Constitution we would all be try- 


ing to get one. 


Why, then, do we hear—and 
read—people saying fhat the 14th 
Amendment is not legal when, 
quite obviously, it is legal and is 
one so valuable to all of us? 


Tragic Time 


The answer is out of another 
tragic and troubled time in the 
South. Lincoln had a plan for 
peaceful, honorable return of the 
Southern states to the Union. The 
South always has had the bad 
luck to be hurt by its fanatics. 
John Wilkes Booth murdered Lin- 
coln. In the emotional orgy which 
followed, the radical extremists 
took charge. of the Congress. 

In 1865, after the adoption of 
the 13th Amendment abolishing 
slavery, a number of Southern 
states angrily passed laws deny- 
ing the newly freed persons the 
right to vote, to own property or 
to give evidence in court. This 
was just what the radicals had 
been hoping for. The South was 
vulnerable. The 14th Amendment 
was presented as an answer to 
this unfortunate state legislation. 
All Southern states, save. Ten- 
nessee, rejected it. There followed 
excesses of injustice, persecution 
and occupation which are a blot 
on our history. 

No state could be readmitted 
to the Union unless it did ratify 
the amendment forbidding any 
state to abridge the rights of any 
citizen. In time all the states did, 
under this heavy pressure, vote 
for the amendment. They suc- 
ceeded in making it less harsh. 
In this generation various eva- 
sions of it such as the white 
primary, for example, have been 
declared unconstitutional. The 
‘ 1954 decision invalidated one of 
1896 setting up the doctrine of 
separate-but-equal. 

It is the element of coercion 
which causes some to argue 
that the amendment is not 
valid. We should not lie to our- 
selves about it. It is valid. And, 
despite its vengeful origin, it is 
a necessary protection for all 
of us. 

Let us, for the purpose of per- 
spective, note what hasty, angry 
extremes will do. The unwise, un- 
just state legislation forbidding 
civil rights to the newly freed

Dr. Fawzi protested angrily 
against United Nations interven- 
tion in Soviet arms shipments to 
Syria. He used arguments similar 
to those advanced yesterday by 
Ahmad Shukairy, the Saudi Ara- | 
bian delegate. But 
repeat Shukairy’s su gestion that | 
the U.N. send i 
Israel back to 
homes. 

‘Syria, in preparing and provid- 
ing for its own defense, has not 


done anything to which it is not | 


fully entitled,” Fawzi asserted. 
“Tt is not accountable to anyone 
for any of its actions in the ex- 
ercise of any of its indisputable 
rights.” 


Fawzi did not name the United 
States, which has complained fre- 
quently about Syria’s acceptance 
of Soviet equipment.

However, he made a scathing 
attack on the recent “huge 
clamor” against Syria. He said 
it bore “the unmistakable mark 
of its own artificiality.” 

He declared that “one accus- 
ation after another has been 
leveled at Syria,”’ and that Syria 
“has been depicted as the irre- 
pressible and irresponsible knight- 
errant of the Middle East, as the 
huge danger to world peace.”’

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South Is Lagging | 
On Road Program 


The Southeastern Association of State 
Highway Officials have been meeting in 
Atlanta and discussing mutual problems. 
The greatest of them, of course, is how to 
carry forward the biggest road building 
program in the region’s history on time 
and without waste. 

So far as the time element is con- 
cerned, the Southeast is considerably be- 
hind the nation. According to U.S. Pub- 
lic Roads Commissioner C. D. Curtiss, 
only 93 per cent of the funds authorized 
on federal projects during the last fiscal 
vear have been allocated. But nationwide 
the states have averaged obligating 29 per 
cent of the funds for the current fiscal 
year. 

The magriitude of this job perhaps can 
be gauged by figures showing allocations 
of $65,850,879 in federal funds alone for 
Georgia in fiscal year 1959. That means 
the state will be spending upward of 120 
million dollars annually on its road pro- 
gram a year from now. 

One can be sympathetic with the prob- 
lems of the states. But the fact that the 
federal government is making known its 
allocations more than a year in advance 
should enable them to speed up their 
planning and eliminate the waste which 
comes with haste. There will be haste even 
with planning now, but its worst effects 
can be minimized. 

Mr. Curtiss again put his finger on 
the major problem contributing to both 
haste and waste—the rights-of-way 
gouger. And there is an open field, for, 
as the commissioner put it: “Never before 
have state highway departments had to 
secure so many rights of way in so little 
time.” Such a situation makes it open 
season for those who “try to turn a fast 
buck.” Millions of highway funds sim- 
ply could disappear in the hands of un- 
scrupulous operators. 

The remedies Mr. Curtiss suggests 
well might be adopted by Georgia and all 
other states concerned, to wit: (1) Con- 
stant alertness by highway department 
personnel; (2) laws providing depart- 
ments legal authority to acquire rights 
of way quickly; and (3) an enlightened 
public opinion. 

Planning by the highway departments 
and understanding by the public will go 
a long way toward speeding up the pro- 
gram and insuring the taxpayers their 
money’s worth from the most gigantic 
public works effort in the history of the 
world. 
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Atlanta Warden Urges 
Path for Rehabilitation 


Crime and punishment is a subject as 
old as time and as long debated. 

The relationship between crime and 
punishment was the topic of a talk the 
warden of the federal penitentiary in At- 
lanta made before Canton Kiwanians this 
week. 

Warden Fred T. Wilkinson is complet- 
ing his 20th year in the federal penal 
service. His philosophy and methods in pe- 
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nology have had the merit of personal 
success. 

Warden Wilkinson told his civic club 
audience punishment. would have a bet- 
ter chance of becoming rehabilitation if 
convicted persons were treated individ- 
ually and sentenced that way instead of 
being punished by blanket-code. 

He recommended specifically the flexi- 
ble or indeterminate sentence which gives 
the convict incentive to straighten himself 
out and earn the “second chance.” 

The Atlanta warden urged, too, that 
efforts be intensified toward separate and 
special treatment for the young offender. 

Penologists and legislators would do 
well to listen to this man whose career 
has been dealing with criminals. 

Historic methods in crime and punish- 
ment haven’t been successful. We’ve found 
no effective deterrent. The prisons are 
full, overcrowded. 

There must be a better way. Warden 
Wilkinson knows well the old avenues of 
approach. He and other men of experi- 
ence in the field are qualified to lead us 
on new ones. 
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Ike Showed Patience 
At Press Conference 


President Eisenhower showed the pa- 
tience which has been his trademark in 
his news conference yesterday. There ap- 
parently was no rancor or vindictiveness 
in him and no criticism of Gov. Faubus of 
Arkansas. 

He said he thought Gov. Faubus to be 
mistaken but did not question the gov- 
ernor’s motives. The President said he 
never tried to interpret motives. “I just 
believe he is mistaken in what he is doing 
and that he is doing a disservice to his 
city and state.” 

He also said there was no pattern set 
in Little Rock. He did not wish to use 
troops anywhere and hoped the necessity 
would not arise. Each case will be differ- 
ent, he declared. 

Meanwhile, in Little Rock, student 
disorders in the school continued. But 
Gov. Faubus said he still was willing to 
discuss methods of having federal troops 
withdrawn without “unconditional sur- 
render.” And Gov. Luther Hodges of 
North Carolina, member of the South- 
ern Governors’ Committee, said. he had 
not given up hope. 

If there is hope among all parties 
concerned that agreement can be reached, 
why is it not possible? If some way can 
be found for Gov. Faubus to save face, 
would it not be better than to continue 
the present humiliation of the majority 
of the population of Little Rock? As long 
as the troops are there resentments will 
grow and chances of settlement will be- 
come more difficult. . 

“The courts must be sustained or it’s 
not America,” the President said. No mat- 
ter what our personal opinions-are, no 
one can expect him to violate his oath of 
office to uphold what the courts have said 
is the law. 

But the presence of troops in Little 
Rock obscures all other issues. Restoration 
of civilian authority will be the real test 
of the community’s ability te prevent vio- 
lence and mob action. But with all parties 
saying they are anxious for an agreement, 
by all means let those with good inten- 
tions make the attempt!

To Rule on State-Administered Education 


Atlanta — Ralph McGill made 
a statement in his column Sept. 
25 which, to his credit, should be 
made more clear: “The Consti- 
tution of the United States has 


‘precedence over those of the 


states.” I realize that he was 
thinking of the Fourteenth 
Amendment and its interpretation 
by the Supreme Court in rela- 
tion to segregation in public 
schools by racial distinction. 
Other readers can misconstrue 
his statement to mean that the 
federal Constitution is supreme 
law in the total life of citizens 
of the United States. This concept 
of our system of laws is detri- 
mental to the preservation of our 
republican form of government. 
If the court had ruled that 
states do not have constitutional 
authority to administer public ed- 
ucation, it would have. abridged 


equity, guStaining evidence, 
that the way.public education is 
administered’ by. the states in- 
volved denies to certain citizens 
“equal protection of the laws,” 
guaranteed to them by the states 
in ratifying the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the federal Con- 
stitution. 

The president of the United 
States has the responsibility of 
enforcing the laws of Congress 
and of enforcing all decrees of 
the federal courts, and the states, 
in ratifying the Constitution of the 
United States, gave this power to 
the president as commander in 
chief of the armed forces of the 
United States.

Integrated Status Is Won, 
Not Forced by Cold Steel 


We think there are a few things that ought not to be obscured by 
the emotions of the moment. Legal segregation of the races, inthe 
public schools and elsewhere, is inevitably coming to an end, how- 


ever slowly. 


Desegregation under the law is 
not the same thing as integra- 
tion. The one can be achieved by 
bayonets. The other cannot. 

Bayonets can force the abrupt 
end of segregation only at a ter 
rible cost. The penalties of using 
federal military power at local 
levels will be paid not only by 
the white Southern community 
but by the whole nation, includ- 
ing the Negro citizens in whose 
name the force is invoked. 

We have come to our present 
pass in Little Rock because one 
or another of these things has 
been forgotten or been disbe- 
lieved by the people who are in- 
volved. 


It is not just the Supreme 
Court decision that makes the 
end of segregation as a system of 
law - foreseeable. Neither court 
decisions nor soldiers can alter 
the mores of a people. But in this 
instance the mores of the people 
are being altered by the pres- 
sure of time 


slowly .and patiently for them- 
selves. 

‘From these two things, we 
think, it follows that the Southern 
leaders who say “never” to the 
ending of segregation are taking 
an impossible stand; eventually 
they will be overwhelmed. 

It also follows that extremists 
in the North who demand force 
mistake the remedy. Force is not 
needed to end a legal segregation 
of the races in time. Force is

Private School Plan Valid, 
Legal Expert Bloch Asserts 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 3 (®—Charles J. Bloch, Macon attorney and 
authority on constitutional law, said here tonight that Georgia’s ‘“‘pri- 
vate school” plan would be held valid “‘if the courts should follow 
the law of the land as established by decisions, founded by laws as 


they were prior to 1954.” 

Bloch was here to address the 
Columbus Lawyers Club on ‘The 
Law of the Land.” 

“In my opinion,” Bloch said 
during his talk with a reporter, 
“‘a president of the United States 
is not authorized either under the 
Constitution or any law enacted 
by the Congress to call out the 
federal troops for the purpose of 
enforcing a judicial decree or for 
the prevention of interference 
with the carrying out of a judi- 
cial decree.” 

Bloch said that if in deciding 
on the private school plan, which 
he took an active part in formu- 
lating, the courts follow the trend 
established on May 17, 1954, ‘‘no 
one can foretell what will hap- 
pen.” 

“As long ago as after the Dem- 
ocratic Convention of 1944, I pub- 
licly said the good people of the 
South ought to say to the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties—‘a 
plague on both your houses.’

Denies ‘Unnecessary’ Force 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (?—Secretary of the Army 
Wilber M. Brucker said today he is “unaware of any in- 
stances in which members of the armed forces have used 
unnecessary force against individuals in Little Rock.” 


Brucker made this assertion in 
a statement which he said was is- 
sued because “‘so many loose and 
irresponsible accusations’ have 
been made against troops of the 
10ist Airborne Division. 


BLAKE INCIDENT 


Specifically, Brucker denied any 
blame attached to the soldier in- 
volved in an incident with C. E. 
Blake, a railroad man, who was 
struck on the head with a rifle 
butt on Sept. 25. He did not di- 
rectly mention the case of Paul 
Downs whose arm was cut with 
a bayonet on the same day when 
troops dispersed disorderly 
crowds near Little Rock’s Central 
High School. 


Brucker disputed the accuracy, 
however, of what he described as 
“a vague newspaper account of 
three or more citizens pushed 
down the street with bayonets at 
their throats.”’ 

(Two Atlanta newsmen, Jack 
Nelson of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, and John Pennington of The 
Atlanta Journal, were eye-wit- 
nesses when a sergeant ordered 
troops ‘‘to keep the bayonets at

about the other personality we 
proceeded circumspectly. She was 
confident that during the occa- 
sional periods of unconsciousness 
of which she had complained, 
nothing more than a passive state 
of sleep prevailed. Her attitude 
indicated the assumption that 
these had been of brief duration, 
probably nothing more remarkable 
than transient fainting spells 
caused by the severe headaches 
which preceded them. 


Sometimes when she came for 
an office appointment, however, 
on occasions shortly after suffer- 
ing from a blackout, she had 
sometimes seemed more uneasy 
about them, less assured that they 
had lasted only a few minutes. 
She had not checked with watch 
or clock to obtain evidence of 
their duration. 


PERIODS OF DELIRIUM 


From her parents we learned 
later that many years ago she 
had suffered from periods of 
stupor or delirium that varied in 
length from a few minutes to an 
hour or more. 

The patient remembered that 
during early childhood she was 
told that she often walked in her 
sleep. Her {parents had spoken of 
this many times. 

She recalled no particular un- 
easiness about this on the part of 
her parents. So far as she knew, 
she had done nothing unusual or 
dangerous while carrying out sim- 
ple activities in her sleep. 

It must have begun very early, 
perhaps a few months after the 
twin sisters were born. After a 
year or two it became progres- 
sively less frequent and disap- 
peared. It did, however, recur 
once or twice in her early teens, 
but never again, as far as 
knew, after that. 

Once she had walked out into 
the living room where the light 
was on and her parents, who had 
not yet gone to bed, were sitting. 
Next day she asked them to tell 
her exactly what she did and how 
she seemed. 


A VACANT LOOK 

Her eyes had been open, they 
said, and apparently she could 
see what she was doing, for she 
evoided furniture and other ob- 
jects that lay in her way. She 
had stopped and turned toward 
them when they, addressed her 
and indeed, had spoken in reply. 
Her eyes, they told her, had a 
vacant look, her gaze seemed ab- 


stract and inattentive to the im-

due apparent apprehension our 
statement that during her black- 
out in the office more than an 
hour had elapsed before she again 
seemed aware of her surround- 
ings. With what seemed to be 
well-controlled surprise she lis- 
tened as we told her she had 
spoken and had opened her eyes 
soon after losing consciousness. 

She knew from previous dis- 
cussions that while hypnotized 
she had carried out these and 
other acts without retaining mem- 
ory of them on awakening. Was 
her state during the blackout 
similar to hypnosis, she inquired? 
‘We told her it was, as far as we 
| knew, in some respects similar 
‘but not in all. 


| We explained that her manner 
'and voice had changed consider- 
‘ably and that she had seemed 
remarkably free from worry 
about her problems. She was en- 
couraged to think of the lapse as 
having some points of resem- 
blance to the sleepwalking of her 
childhood. 

Eve White seemed to react with 
mixed feelings. To be faced with 
evidence that she had, without 
realizing it, passed through pe- 
riods of unconsciousness during 
which she carried out activities 
unknown to herself was inevitably 
disquieting. A new sense of vul- 
nerability could not be avoided. 
On the other hand there was an 
advantage in the patient’s hav- 
ing now some explanation for 
the disturbing events which here- 
tofore had confronted her only 
in the form of weirdly impossible 
paradox. 

PALE AND PINCHED 

Could she actually have gone 
downtown to the stores and heed- 
lessly bought all those lavish 
clothes while in such a state? 
Her face looked pale and pinched 
and her thin fingers clenched 
the arms of her chair as she sat 
for perhaps a minute in silent 
contemplation. 

“Really, Doctor,” she said in a 
low, serious tone, “there wasn’t 
one of those dresses in which I 
could have felt... well..., 
like a decent woman.” 

During the following days am- 
nesia and automatism were dis-

I was caught. The girl they had been discussing was plainly 
a pretentious idiot, giving herself airs and literally inviting the 
ridicule they were dishing out. And yet out of my battered little 
portfolio of experience I wanted them to know that human beings 
have enough troubles in this world without undertaking to punish 
and teach each other lessons. I wanted to tell them that snobs 
and pretenders aren’t any happier than other people and te urge 
them to—well, to be kind. 


But I said & badly, of course, because I'm as guilty as the 
little group of youngsters they were talking about—the merry, 
joyful little throng who set themselves the task of deflating one 
swollen ego. It’s so much easier to be nice to humble people, to 
understand and enjoy the uncomplacent. I’m not surprised that 
we have trouble regarding the arrogant with Christian charity. 

Occasionally Emory’s Banner Press sends me a pamphlet 
containing one of Lawrence Neff’s talks to a men’s Bible class. 
The one on my desk at the moment is called ““The Gospel of 
Neighborliness” and it points up the difficulty of loving one’s 
neighbors, doing good to them that hate you, praying for them 
that despitefully use you. 

“The most abused word in our language is love,” said Mr. 
Neff, adding that it can signify anything. “For Jesus it implied 
activated. good will, carrying two modes of manifestation—inward 
and outward. 


' “Love liberates; hatred imposes the stern sentence of solitary 
confinement. Love sublimates; hatred defiles. It was Booker 
Washington who declared, ‘I will not permit any man to degrade 
my soul to the level of hatred.” The person you hate may never 


know it, but you will know it, to your own undoing, as it darkens - 


your inner life and places its baleful imprint upon your physical 
features.” 


Mr. Neff says Hebrews and Christians “have fallen together 
into the same ditch’’—the Hebrews to emphasize tithes and of- 
ferings and traditions ‘‘the while neglecting the weightier matters 
of. love and justice.” And Christians have ‘“‘continuously and con- 
spicuously disregarded the Master’s requirement of love to God 
and man to multiply exhaustive creeds and confessions, weighed 
down with dreary formulas and fallacies, with never so much as 
causal concern for the one and Oty indispensable requisite.” 


Mr. Neff invited his hearers to commit themselves “individu- 
ally to love God with all our heart and Yove our neighbor as our-

committee. 

Dr. Heller, active in cancer 
work for 10 years, also con- 
centrated on the cytology pro- 
gram to detect early cancer in 
the uterine cerwx. 


ELIMINATION POSSIBLE 

“It is possible to completely 
eliminate this sort of cancer by 
use of the cytologic test,’’ he said. 
The test involves microscopic 
study of cells from the uterus. 

He touched briefly on other 
methods of cancer control: 
chemotherapy, surgery, radiation, 
molecular biology and the use 
of viruses.

I misjudged Hank Aaron's line drive, which I 
should have caught, and I threw badly to second 
base when I should have had Joe Adcock for an 
easy out. 

My mistakes turned into a run for the Braves, 
and forced us to chase them. They had an insur- 
ance run for nothing. I think the Braves probably 
got a lift, and helped their confidence, to see a 
Yankee play so badly, because our defense gen- 
erally is airtight in the World Series. For a sad 
sort of laugh, we thought they might make the 
mistakes. 

Finally, my bad plays threw Bobby Shantz 
into a difficult inning when he should have had 
an easy one. He had to start at the top of their 
lineup in the third inning instead of getting a 
breather down at the bottom. 

From there on, Lew Burdette was the hero. 
He didn’t surprise us Yankees. He threw just 
about what we expected, low stuff that wasn’t 
to fast, but which broke very effectively. His 
sinker snaps off almost like his screwball. We 
waited him out, trying to force him to pitch 
higher, but when he caught strikes with his low 
pitching we had to swing. When he did come up 
he was very careful where he put the ball. 

Nobody on our side accused Burdette of throw- 
ing a spitter. When we asked the umpire to look 
at the ball we suspected that it might be nicked 
or damaged because of the wicked break on 
Burdette’s pitches from time to time. 

Burdette did an outstanding job because he 
faced about as difficult a lineup as you could 
imagine for a right-hander. Casey Stengel had 
five lefties in there in a row and you know all 
of them can hit. Yogi Berra, who has always

I think 
Casey Stengel felt as badly as all the rest of us 
when Shantz had to give up.in the fourth inning. 

Art Ditmar, also in his first World Series, did 
a marvelous job when he left the runner on third 
base, although he took over with none out, in the 
fourth inning. At the time, it looked as if Ditmar 
had saved us, because we were only two runs 
behind instead of three, and that had .to affect 
Burdette’s thinking with a man on base, because 
a homer could tie. Nothing seemed to affect 
Burdette very much. 

So many people have asked me whether I 
missed Aaron’s fly because of my sore left leg 
that I would like to explain that it was my head 
that was at fault and not my feet. 

My shin hurts, but that wasn’t the trouble. 
Frankly, I respected Aaron and played him deep 
because I knew he could hit hard enough to drive 
the ball over my héad if I cheated on him. I saw 
the ball in plenty of time and thought I had it 
and then it proved to be more powerful than I 
suspected. It had more carry than most drives I 
meet up with. 

My left leg does bother me hitting left-handed. 
I can’t take a good cut, and have to poke at the 
However, that’s no alibi, because Stengel 
says that with my power I ought to hit .500 just 
poking at the ball. After those first two games, 
I'd settle for any old kind of a legitimate hit and 
forget about .500.

Dollars And Sense 
Currency Problems 


Beset Most of Globe 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK, Oct. 3—Currency problems are be- 
setting most of the world. The exceptions can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand—West Germany, 
Canada, Venezuela, the United States and Switzer- 
land. Even these “hard money” countries have their 
precarious moments. 
The basic trouble is failure 
of all have failed to keep their financial houses in order. 
The latest casualty is Spain. The peseta is now exchangeable 
at the rate of 56 to the dollar—an all-time low. ™y 
At the end of the war, the exchange rate was | 
slightly more than 16 pesetas to the dollar—to be 
exact, 16.6. The peseta’s value has been slipping 
ever since, until there have been a number of 
“official” rates depending on the commodities or 
services being soid.

Britain is pressing a dramatic “save the 
pound”’ drive, marked by the extraordinary jack- 
ing up of the bank rate from 5 to 7 per cent. 


France has put through a partial devaluation — 
and, with the fall in that country’s 22nd govern- Leslie Gould 
ment since the war, a further change will be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to avoid. This is indicated by today’s open market of 453 
francs to the dollar, against the 420 rate just set for certain cur- 
rency transactions—tourists and exporters of French goods. 

The French franc prewar was about 44.8 francs to the dollar 
and right after the war 312. 

The British have had somewhat better luck, the pound being 
quoted $3.93 prewar, with the rate $2.41 in 1946. The current market 
is $2.63. 


The Italian picture is about as sad as that of France. Prewar 
the lira was 19.8 to the dollar. Right after the war it took 442 Mra 
to get a dollar and now the market is 627. 


The Dutch and the Belgiums have done a better job. Both 
worked, although they are having some difficulties currently. Their 
currencies, which were 5.35 guilders and 74 Belgian francs to the 
dollar right after the war, now are 3.85 guilders and 50.5 francs. 

West Germany is the country that has made the remarkable 
comeback. The German mark is now about the strongest currency 
in Europe. It is so strong that the Germans may have to raise its 
value. The West German mark is 4.21 to the dollar. It is not possi- 
ble to compare it to the old prewar Reichmark. 

The Swiss franc which was 4.46 francs to the dollar prewar, 
and 3.70 right after the war, is now 4.28 francs to the dollar. 


Switzerland was neutral in the war and her banks have made 
a business of fronting for any national and providing refuge for 
frightened money. Some of this business is open to question, such 
as the financing of American proxy raids, havens for traffickers in 
dope and even interests behind the Iron Curtain wanting to move 
money into this and other countries. 


The Canadian dollar is at a premium over the American dollar. 
From a discount of nearly 13 cents prewar, and 7 cents after the 
war, the Canadian dollar is now 3% per cent premium. 

Venezuela’s bolivars, which were 3.20 to the dollar prewar 
and 3.32 after the war now are 3.36. —

Everything's 
In Order with 
Apple Pie

What can be as all-American as football and 
baseball, hot dogs and T models, Thanksgiving 
and July 4th? 

When speaking of desserts, it’s apple pie. 
It takes top honors and can win the gold cup 
whether at the county fair or. in the social 
circle. 

Apple pie is a dessert for everyone and is 
a blessing for the young bride whose talents are 
not yet cultivated and whose meal timing has 
not been perfected. 

A dessert party is the order of the day for 
the young married lady. No other type of en- 
tertaining can be so simple, whether it is a Sat- 
urday evening at home or an invitation for aft- 
er the movie, football gamé or symphony. 

To make a really top-notch pie no tricks 
need be learned when there are fool-proof 
pastry mixes on the grocery shelves or the 
never-fail recipes for a variety of make-your- 
own pastries. 

Especially is the pie a sure thing with the 
quality of apples flooding the markets now. The 
little tart gems are just waiting to be sliced and 
used with a creamy cheese sauce for informal 
entertaining. 

A wheat pattern made on the upper crust 
by cutting into the pastry makes a pretty 

party decoration. A golden brown glaze is ob- 
tained by brushing it with cream before baking 
and adding sparkling crystals of sugar on top. 


MAMA’S APPLE PIE 
6 medium-sized apples % tsp. nutmeg 
% to %4 cup white or ls tsp. salt 
brown sugar 1 to 1% tbsps. cornstarch 
% tsp. cinnamon 1% tbsps. butter 

Line a 9-inch pie pan with pastry. Peel, core, 
and cut apples into very thin pieces. Combine 
sugar, cinnamon, nutmeg, salt, and cornstarch.

Cover the pie with a pricked upper crust.

Peel, core, and thinly slice apples. Combine 
raisins and 114 cups cold water; bring to a slow 
boil. Combine the 2 tablespoons of sugar, salt, 
cinnamon and cornstarch; add 4 tablespoons 
cold water, stirring until blended. Add gradual- 
ly to raisin mixture after it has been brought 
to a boil. Cook, stirring constantly, until mix- 
ture is thickened and transparent. Do not allow 
raisins to over-cook. Remove from heat; add 
canned or fresh apple slices, sugar, orange and 
lemon rinds, lemon juice and butter. Pour into 
9-inch pastry-lined pie plate. Cover top with 
pastry, seal edges. Prick design in top to allow 
steam to escape. Bake in hot oven, 425 degrees, 
15 minutes, reduce heat to moderate oven, 350 
degrees, 25 minutes. 


In blending ingredients for regular pastry the 
shortening should be worked into the flour until it 
appears in small lumps the size of a pea. Ice-cold 
water is preferted. The quantity of water used makes 
the difference between a good and a poor pastry. Too 
much water makes the dough soft and rubbery. The 
dough should be moist enough to hold together with- 
out being sticky. 


Pie crust may be. made in quantities for two or 
three days’ supply, covered, refrigerated and used 
as needed. Flakiness is increased when the pastry 
is thoroughly chilled before being rolled.

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Growth, change and repair of 
the body occur just as constant- 
ly at 60 years of age as during 
youth. It has been said that we 
grow old when we cease to build 
new cells. 

Since protein is the main sub- 
stance in all the body’s organs, 
tissues and muscles, even in the 
skin and hair, it is necessary 
that the senior citizen eat high- 


quality protein foods every day. 

Those high-quality proteins 
come from foods of animal ori- 
gin such as meat, fish, poultry, 
milk, eggs, cheese and other 
dairy products. If possible, at 
least one of these foods should 
be eaten at each meal. 

Next best sources of protein 
are dried beans and peas, nuts 
and peanut butter. These may 


be used occasionally in place of 
meat. However, since these 
plant sources of protein are not 
as complete as the animal pro- 
teins, it is a good idea to com- 
bine them with milk or cheese 
or eggs. In combination with a 
high-grade protein, these less- 
complete proteins are made 
more nutritious. 

Another share of protein can 


come from unflavored gelatine. 
This plain gelatine is ail- 
protein though not as complete 
a protein as meat. It can sup- 
plement the day’s requirements 
in a jellied salad with a small 
portion of left-over cooked meat, 
or diced cheese or diced hard- 
cooked eggs. Or it can be used 
in a milk dessert.
